She  has 
devised  an  Income  tax  and  is  going  tO-better  the 
fafiTwUfttTinarihe  more  clvUlzed  nations  by  col- 
lecting it  monthly  Moreover,  the  Ux  beglna  low 
down  In  the  scale  of  Incomea,  and  provides  no 
eaemptloB  tor  a  wife  or  children.  The  tax  was 
supposed  to  become  efTectlve  on  October  1  last, 
but  there  Is  no  inforrfiatlon  of  what  It  la  realizing, 
fyirelgnera  In  Shanghai  and  other  parts  of  China 
laugh  at  the  idea  of  the  Nanking  Government 
being  able  to  collect  It  from  them.  They  believe 
that  the  Immemorial  Bast  U  attempting  an  Im- 
possibility in  adopting  the  hall  mark  of  We.stern 
civilization  that  the  income  tax  denotes.

Among  the  things  which  could  be 
done  to  save  democra<;y  the  Dean 
claimed  the  need  of  righting  social 
injustice,  especially  unemployment: 
the  need  of  educating  and  enlight- 
ening democracy  to  make  it  fit  for 
self-government.  One  of  the  dangers 
of  democracy  wa.s  the  hard  mental- 
ity. The  antidote  to  that  was  an 
educated  denuxracy  capable  of 
forming  ts  own  opinions.  The  work- 
ing classes  had  hard  mentality, 
having  an  Instinctive  feeling  that 
unless  they  stuck  together,  thev 
were  not  likely  to  get  their  due 
rights.  Also,  they  lived  together  in 
vast  aggrsgatlaos  of  their  own  type, 
and  were  greatly  affected  by  opto- 
ions-of  other  members  of  their  class. 
The  quality  of  the  Britush  monarchi- 
cal form  of  govemment  w;t.s  in 
Itself  a  safeguard.  Rooted  in  th> 
past  it  provided  elements  ot  stability 
and  balance,  but  although^it  lasted, 
it  changed;  it  had  conttoi^ty  amidst 
change,  it  waa  la.Ytfng  and  elastic, 
and  was  as  likely  to  la.st  as  any 
other  institution  in  the  world.

Ofben  an  miense 
feeling  of  guilt  is  aroused.  Apply- 
ing bitter  substahoesto  the  thumb 
or  fingers  is  not  of  much  use.  Re- 
peat<xl  commands  siKh  a-s  .lop 
suclcln^;  your  tJiiimb '  arc  .M-idoin 
successful.  The  inuxjrtAnce  of  the 
habit  should  not  be  emphasized  In 
thU  way.  Neither  should  It  be  dls- 
cuAsed  with  other  pdults  in  the 
child'.<i  preaence.  Such  procedures 
only  Impress  the  rhild  with  Ithe  fact 
that  iie  Is  a  "thiunb-suciier,"  ahd 
he  wiu  do.his  boat  to  Uva  up  to  Ills 
reputation. 

ta  an  Infant  or  very  young  clUld 
it  is  be«t  to  ignore  completely  such 
practice.^.  Simply  remove  the  hand 
from  the  mouth  without  any  fu.ss  or 
flurry.  If  possible  Interest  him  in 
handling  a  toy.  If  the  habit  is  vpry 
persistent,  light  eotton  mitts  and 
other  methfodi  of  restraint  may  be 
tried.  In  the  older  child  it  Is  best 
to  start  by  naming  his  full  co- 
()|M>rntinii  Explain  card  lilv  that 
the  practice  la  undesirable,  un- 
pleasant, and  really  a  sign  of  bad 
manners.  Then  give  t^tm  every  as- 
sistance you  can  In  breaking  the 

hablV  F?ec  that  he  ha.s  pirnfy  of 
liitpre.sl  itiK  art.iii'ily  requiriiiK  the 
iLsr  of  both  hand-s. 

In  naU-biting.  excellent  results 
arc  often  oMainad  by  aippaaling  to 
(he  child's  pride.  Procure  a  small 
manicure  set  and  teach  him  to  use 
It.  Get  him  to  see  If  he  r^n  tefp 
l.H  nails  cleaner  and  better 
trimmed  than  your.s.  This  tias 
probably  cured  more  nail-biters  than 
sny  other  method. 

Perslstenl  nail-biting  and  thumb- 
sucking  may  be  symptoms  of  .some 
general  disturbance  of  the  child* 
phv.<ilcal  health.  If  such  habits 
continue  in  spite  of  everjthlnf, 
doctor  should  be  consulted,. .
